Book Review 

The Urban Treasure Hunter 

A Practical Handbook for Beginners

Michael Chaplan teaches the beginner treasure hunter how to find things and where to look. He uses his 
master's degree in anthropology, from Long Island University, to teach the reader some basic techniques and 
strategies an anthropologist would use to research, identify locations, understand their finds and uncovering the 
mysteries of time. Michael lives in New York and has been quite successful finding forgotten items from the 
past. 

The author recommended various tools to use while searching for items. Examples of these tools are a metal 
detector, search coil cover, spare batteries, headphones, hand trowel, shovel, pitchfork, hand rake, crowbar, 
bucket, rake, hook, sifter, long probe, magnet, and camera. He explains how each of these tools is useful. 
There are even instructions on how to build your own sifter. 

In another chapter covers hazards and how to protect yourself. He recommends: never work alone (especially 
in bad parts of town), stay aware of your surroundings, animals, bug spray (mosquitoes, snakes, ticks and 
spiders), voodoo, poisonous plants, glass, rusty metal, plumber's itch (hookworm eggs), electrical power lines, 
gas pipes, holes, falling objects, and street people. 

You should follow the laws so that you aren't fined large sums of money or end up in jail. Applicable laws on 
the Federal level include the Archaeological Resources Protection Act of 1979 (Public Law 96-95), American 
Antiquities Act of 1906, Historical Sites Act of 1935, National Preservation Act of 1966, and Treasure Trove Law. 
Local and State Laws vary, so you will have to research each out. Some places require you to get a permit 
before searching and digging. The author suggests some common sense rules to building relationships with 
potential owners whose property you want to dig on and find leads to other locations. 

This book is good for beginning metal detectorists, bottle collectors, coin collectors, archaeologists, prehistoric 
artifact collectors, historians and a few others. The author emphasizes the myth that "Everything has been 
found or paved over" is false. The urban environment still holds many hidden treasures for people to find.
